I, Andrew E. Fano, hereby declare that: 

1. I am the inventor of the invention of the above-identified application; 

2. I have reviewed the Office Action mailed May 16, 2003, and I have reviewed Ogasawara. 

3. I completed the invention in the United States, having made at least one prototype 
incorporating the limitations set forth in claims 20-59 and 61-72 of the application, 
insofar as those limitations are disclosed by Ogasawara, prior to April 30, 1998; 

4. The attached photocopy of the article entitled "Shopper's Eye: Using Location-based 
Filtering for a Shopping Agent in the Physical World," was published and presented at 
the Proceedings of the Second International Conference on Autonomous Agents in May 
1999. The article was prepared by me prior to April 30, 1998. 

5. From this article, it can be seen at section 4.2 referring to a prototype of the invention that 
the invention, at least insofar as it is disclosed by Ogasawara, was completed prior to 
April 30, 1998, which is the effective date of Ogasawara;
